- proposed the organization of a MIDWEST UFO NETWURK to include the states 
of Wisconsin, Michigan, Minnesota, Ijlinois, Iowa and Missouri. A plan- 
ning meeting was held May 31, 1969, in Quincy, I1ll., to determine the

A. DRS must be utilized, but 
no decision was made because whichever system is adopted, it should be 
nationwide in its use and application so that reports can not only be 
placed on "needle cards,” but can be adopted for computerizing in the 
eee future.

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Saucer-Shaped UFO Seen in Northeast Illinois 


An unidentified flying object that beamed a dazzling ray of light 
to the ground and skimmed over a roof top, causing two frightened teen- 
age boys to duck in fear of being hit, was reported in the Palatine- 
Lake Zurich area in northeast Tilinois the night of May 12, 1969. Both 
the "Chicago Tribune" and the "Chicago Today American" carried a re- 
port of the sighting and it being under investigation by Dr. J. Ajlen- 
Hynek, of Northwestern university. 


The first to report the UFO was-Greg Iucht, 18, of 210 N, Schubert 
St., Palatine, Ii1. He and Alan Prouty, also i8, 949 Kenilworth Terrace 
Lake Zurich, first sigyted the obiect Prom treir car while driving north 
on Highway 53 about 10:25 p.m. a little yest the Reseda subdivision. 


Iucht said he first thought the object was a light on top of a rad- 
io tower and that a flash that was emitted came from a bird being el-. 
ectrocuted on the wires. Byt on driving pest a clump of trees, the 
UFO came into full view. I4 was saucer-shaped, like a World War I 
English helmet. It had a concave indentation in the enue of une un- 
derside with a large light in it, Lucht said. : 


The light went on and off a number of times, emitting a brilliant 
beam. At ‘one point the UFO nosed down and from the front it appear- 
ed oval with three large “headlights" at what appeared to be the for- 
ward section. Smaller red and white lights, which were iocated three 
ee of the way around the rim of the UFO, kept ‘blinking on and

Apparently it disappeared from view when the boys were on Fairview 
Road about two blocks from Prouty's home, at 10:40, and they went on 
to the home where Lucht phoned the Nike base to report what they had 
seen. He was switched to the airforce where his report was listened 
tos "But I don't think ey believed me,''Lucht said. 


Tye object came into view again at 10:50 and Lucht and Prouty 
climbed on to the roof for a better view, then ducked to lie flat 
as the object went directly overhead. "I think if I had stood up, I 
could hsye hit it with-a rock," Iucht-said later.

Flaming Objects Seen in Missouri and Illinois Sky June 5th 


Plaming objects flashed across the sky the evening of June 5th 
and there was.a flurry of telephone calls to police and press in _ 
many cities through out Missouri and Illinois. Many observers thought 
they had seen a UFO, but checks with scicntists and other informed 
Sources seem to indicate the flying objects were the break-up of a 
meteor. ee 3 


- The "St. Louis Post-Dispatch" described the objects as being white 
with a green or blue tinge, flying at a speed faster than 2000 miles 
gn hour. Witnesses in the St. Louis area included the pilots of two 
small planes, one of whom gaye chise briefly. 


The Quincy, I]1. "Herald-Whig" reported: "The fiery day-light break- 
up of a meteor late Thursday afternoon gaye Quincyans a rare view of 
an aerial phenomenon. The meteor plunging to its death as it raced into 
the atmosphere at about 30 miles a second, ieft a trail of greenish- 
blue streaks in the sky. It gave the appearance of being more than one 
object as it was breaking up." — 


, The meteor wis visible for only a few secunds as it moved from 

the east into the bright sunlight in the western sky about 5:52, but 

many Quincy: area residents saw the colorful event. The breakup was 

-- visible over most of central Ijlinois and Missouri. There were reports 
from Peoria, Rantoul, Hannibal, Tiherty, Keokuk ana .s far south as

The "Herald-whig" said speculutiun thut the obyect was an unidenti- 
fied flying object was killed by several sources--one being Walt Andrus, 
"Quincy UFO expert" who said it undoubtedly was a meteor and it had to 
be a large one to be visible in daylight. "At night," he said, "the 
show would have been’ brilliant." . 


Dr. Joseph H. Senne, Jr., satellite-—tracking chairman of the de- 
partment of civil engineering at the University of Missouri at Rolla, 
Mo.,. ruled out the object being the burning of Echo II, expected any 
day. Herbert BE, Roth, of Denver, director of Voluntcer Flight Orficers 
Network (VFON) said charts kept by the group to track satellites show 
none was expected to return at the time of the sighting. Three were 
expected to re-enter Tyursday or Friday but would not cross the sky 
from east to west as the strange lights did, he said. 


Dr. J, Alen Hynek, professor of astronomy at Northwestcrn Univer-— 
sity, said that the objects could have been parts of a man-made 
satellite that- burned as it re-entered the earth's atmosphere. However, 
an official at the Space Defense Center’ in Colorado Springs,..told the 
"Post-Dispatch" that the center, which tracks man-made satcllives, 
had no record of a satellite scheduled to re-center the atmosphere.

Another View of the "Meteors" 
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Robert J. Hertell, APRO Field Investigator, of Bridgeton, Mo., 
well aware that the consensus of opinion is that the flying objects 
seen over Mjssouri and Illinois, June 5th, were meteors, has a dif- 
ferent view--and the courage of nis convictions. 


Mr. Hertell has sent us an extremely well written detaiied re ort 
of his interview with Major John R, Richmond. USAF, and has also sent 
the revort to APRO headauarters in Tucson. 


Major Richmond, age 34, resides at 23 Meta Drive, Belleville, I[l1l., 
and flies his own Cessna in free time. He has apdout 5,300 flying hours 
to his credit and he tuiked freely with mr. Hertell, after seeing the 
flying objects the evening of June 5th, and we draw upon the 5+ ~page 
uyped interview for the officer’ s report of what he observed. 


_ Major Richmond was fipine a 1-33 (jet trainer) with Captain George 
Stevenson riding as an observer. They: were cruising at 33,000 feet at 
462 miles per hour inbound to Scott Air Force Base and were 138 miles 
west of the field when he first saw the object. We now quote his ex- 
act words, as written down by Mr. Hertell and including the latter's 
parenthetical notes: "The time was 22527 (5:52 PM CDT). I was on 
Channel 5.9 calling BLV (Scott) when I first saw the object. It was 
at my 1145 position (in front of him) on a heading of 280 degrees 
(heading west). It was chrome-green, very brilliant, like an arc: 
light or like burning phosphorus. I called to Stevenson and pointed 
to it. He saw it too.. It continued on across the sky off my hoe 
wing and exited about 4,000 feet above me (37; 000 ft. Altitude). 
Was.as large as our largest airliner and it nad a tail 200 feet ae 
of what looked like white phosphorus, a burning tail. That's about 
all I can tell you. We both saw it go across the sky--it was still 
daylight. I've never seen anything like that in all the time I've 
been flying. What really got me was its flat trajectory. Sr kept 
right on going straight west... It sure wasn't a meteor--I've seen | 
plenty of them. They only last a SeOupre of Seconds and always curve 
down .toward the earth."

THE ASTRONOMY CORNER. By Ted Phillips, Jr. 


A. Look at the Sky 


The planet Mercury will not be visible as it is located quite near 
the sun in July. © 


Venus will be a. very brilliant object in the eastern sky for over. 
three hours before sunrise. Mars, still a very bright, reddish colored. 
object will. be visible during the entire evening, fairly.near the ster

planet, Jupiter, is in Virgo and mey be seen during most of the even~ 
ing, nigh in the south and southwestern sky. Satyrn, the ringed planet. 
is rising some three hours bef re sunrise. 
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The Planet Mars, Part III. The Canals and Possibility of Life 


When the planet Mars is observed visually from Earth-based tele- 
scopes, a great deal of detail may be seen, but not quite enough. When 
Mars. is at its minimum distance from us, it may be only about 35,000,000 
Miles away; however, even the largest telescopes are limited by the 
turbulance of the Earth's atmosphere. The very fine detail, such as 
the canals, may be seen Zon a matter of only a few seconds during sev— 
eral hours of observation. As a telescope magnifies the planet, it alsO 
magnifies the atmospheric turbulance. The atmosphere of Mars is so 
thin that it presents hardly any problem as far as coupes te details 
on the surface. 


Mars' canals were first seen during the opposition of 1877 by Schi- 
aparelli. He observed the planet for a period of several years. During 
this time he noted curious lines connecting various dark areas later 
called oasis. Some years later Percival Lowell, an American astron— 
omer, founded an observatory near Flagstaff, Arizona to observe the 
red planet. Observers at the observatory, which was built in 1894, be - 
gan to record many new canals, .some of which displayed the phenomenon 
of doubling, two lines running parallel to each other. Using power~ 
ful instruments now available, the canals anpear as small ¢cark. patches 
.on' the surface, arranged rovghly in lines. When seen through lesser 
telescones, those of inadecvate quality or eee these sm=1ll snots 
woulé seem to run together, thus - pperring «s c ntinuous lines on the. 
planet', surface. . . 


In years past the canals were a most important element in the con- 
sideration of life on the planet. Ag we. have seen, the canals most 
probably are not artificial in origin and the temperature is not at 
all favorable for earth-like creatures.- Looking further, we find that 
the Martian atmosphere consists of 96% n nitrogen, 4% argon and 0.3% 
carbon dioxide. Tpere is a small amount of oxygen in the atmosphere 
and some water. We can be fairly sure that plant life exists in some 
form as the dark areas seem to undergo seasonal changes. If this 
plant life produces oxygen, the question of oxygen-breathing creatures 
arises. The creatures might hibernate. during the nights and through 
the winter. Of course, if we consider a completely alien life: form,”
